And then Charles Rainier went

with a very thick carpet and a con­ 
venient chaise longue against the 
■wall and gilt cupids swarming in a 
suggestive manner all over the ced­

V\ hen I look back on that evening 
I remember chiefly, of course, the 
Budder t th it crowned it; tint I can 
Ret* now that the entire masquerade 
" t- somehow Kainii r’s last and 
rather preposterous effort to tease 
a way into self-knowledge, and that 
the climax, though completely a vel­ 
dt u t a h 
yet a fitting end to th© 
attempt. 
I realized also, even if 
never before, how near lie was to 
Borne 
catastrophic 
breakdown — 
partly frmn overwork, but chiefly 
from the fret of things that could 
not he forgotten because they had 
never been remembered. And all 
that day, ever since meeting Nixon, 
the fret had strengthened behind 
an increasing randomness o f acts 
and words, 
We drove to P old in i’s through the 
rain, and were glad to Aud the place 
reasonably un changed — still w ith 
its private rooms upstairs, little 
Us* d by a generation that no longer 
needs such an ap p a ra tu s of seduc­ 
tion, and therefore sligh tly m elan­ 
choly until g ard en ias and ice buck­ 
ets revived a moro festiv e spirit.

witched (bu t by no m eans ill-at- 
ease) at the prospect o f din in g in- 
tim a tily with E n g lish nobility. W e 
soon discovered th a t both o f them 
were equally accom plished ch a m ­ 
pagne bibbers, but w h ereas M adam e 


grow livelier and g a y er w ith ev ery 
glass, her husband sank after the 
first half-dozen into a settled gloom 
from which he could only stir him­ 
self at intervals to murmur to the 
waiter a demand for “trouts”—for 
there had been some confusion over 
his order, due perhaps to the wait­ 
er’s reluctance to believe that any 
one In 1D33 would a.sk fur truths 
bientt in addition to Beluga cavi 
ar?*, steak tartare, and English ros- 
Inf. But all that too, and to Rain 
ier’a feverish delight, was in the 
halcyon tradition— the ago of mon­ 
strous dinners and fashionable ap- 
pendicitis, tho one most often the 
result of the others. 
Presently, after the popping of 
tho fourtli magnum, Madame grew 
sentimental and talked of her ro­ 
mantic adventures in all parts of 
the world— a recital garnished with 
copious quotations from the poets, 
of whom she knew so many in vari­ 
ous languages that I began to think 
it really must bo a passion with her 
quito as genuine as that for Heid- 
sieck; she liked amorous poetry 
bast, and there was something per­ 
haps a little charming in tho way 
she obviously did not know which 
was trio hackneyed to quote, so that 
from a worn-out tag of Shakespeare 
she would swerve into a line from 
Emily Bronte or Beddoes, A few 
words she wrongly pronounced or 
did not understand; she would then 
ask us to correct her, quite simply 
and with un absence of sclf-con- 
sciousness that made piquant her 
tbeatiical gestures and over-stud- 
ieU rhythms. Suddenly I realized, 
in the mood of half-maudlin pity 
that comes after a few drinks yet 
is none the less percipient, that 
she was a sadly disappointed wom­ 
an, getting little out of later life 
Hist she really craved for, without 
a home, a wanderer between hotels 
and casinos, listening to the same 
old Brahms and Beethoven in half- 
empty concert halls, tied for the 
rest of her days to a flabby maes­ 
tro, yet alive in her illusion that 
the world was still gay and chival­ 
rous as a novelette. 
After Rainier had called for more 
cognac he asked if she had any ideas 
for spending the rest of the evening, 
because h i’d be glad to go on to a 
show if she fancied any particular 
play. Kho answered, with enthusi­ 
asm: “Oh yes, it is so kind of you 
thore is one place I have always 
wanted to go because I have heard 
so much about it—your famous old
